VE2DRB 1994 ARCI Holiday Spirits Homebrew Sprint Results 


One Band, One Watt, One Conversion, and One Shot - That was the 
goal that I set for myself for the 1994 ARCI Holiday Spirits 
Hombrew Sprint. I was home this year at my Montreal QTH and I 
thought I would go "lite" for this Sprint - you know lose a little 
"luggage" before the holidays bring me down. So I brought from 
Newfoundland my little 40 meter (One Band) "homebrewed" Oak Hills 
Research Spirit (rig was named after this contest) with it's direct 
conversion (One Conversion) receiver. While I was at it I opened 
the case and cranked down the power output to a wee bit less than 
a watt (One Watt) to be fed to my full wave tilted horizontal loop 
antenna. So all I needed to start the Holiday Spirit Sprint was 
the "One Shot" and that came from the 40 meter propagation and not 
from an 807 (this is a QRP event). 


40 meters started out great, but I noticed the skip was mid range, 
picking up from Quebec a lot of mid Atlantic states but skipping 
over New England - bad sign for those multipliers. I did make 
quite a few Q's from New Hampshire to North Carolina though. After 
about two hours the band went "strange" - sort of like a big sled 
getting in the way of my signal. The skip lengthened way out but 
the noise on the band went from quiet to horrendous and just about 
wiped out any further Q,s. Amazing what a setting sun does to the 
propagation in the winter. I only made two contacts in the last 
hour and that after calling CQ QRP until my hand went numb. 


But is was fun and a nice way to start the winter holiday season. 
It was a pleasure to exchanged reports with a lot of familiar QRP 
calls (some from the Internet QRP list gang). In total: 31 
contacts (21 ARCI members) and 16 sections for a grand total of 
25,000 points.

My thanks to AB4EL for his recent comment (with copy to the qrp list) 
on my comments re real QRPers, since it showed a serious problem with 
the emoticons used in keyboard messages (you know, the smiley faces, 
tongue in cheeks, etc). I just realized that there is no emoticon for 
the expression of the term {barf!% ! I remember seeing a list of 
emoticons once, somewhere long forgotten, which had dozens of them but 
I don't think there was anything for {barf!? . Lacking any formal 
symbol, I have chosen to use |-() --* (and when I mentioned this to 
him he did not object to this symbol so it must have some merit...or 
perhaps it was beneath his dignity to comment...) BTW, if you want to 
check out the archives from the time when the QRP list was on 
think.com, please check out the ones Steve imported from think.com onto 
sunsite.unc.edu--the ones on think.com are in compressed UNIX format 
but when he imported them to sunsite he left them in ASCII 
format--simplifies things a bit and eliminates the uncompression step. 


Now for the serious QRP content--there are still a "few" (old Polish 
word meaning "danged small amount") copies of the Milliwatt reprints 
available, about 4 or 5.

Those 33 
bimonthly issues had lots of good technical info, tutorials, operating 
news and hints, QRP philosophy, hand-holding, etc; the good old days of 
QRP when we were discovering that incredibly low powers like 2 or 3 
watts could actually work the other side of the country and other 
countries. Printed in the same physical format as the GQRP Clubs 
SPRAT, slapped open-faced on a copier to make masters (gads, did THAT 
take me a number of hours!), and copied from that, they turned out 
pretty good, and 'most everyone who got a set really enjoyed them. If 
you'd like a chance to read first hand accounts of QRP when QRP wasn't 
cool, when we were on the lunatic fringe, send your $22 (a nonprofit 
operation, with proceeds to be donated to a few regional QRP groups of 
our own choosing) to me at 7945 Citadel Drive, Severn, MD 21144. When 
they are gone I'll put out a note to that effect, but you have one last 
chance if you act now.

Someone whose name has been evaporated by the delete key 
mentioned that he or she had bought a Howes kit assemblage 
and was less than satisfied. Sorry to hear that. 


About 7 years ago (as in: when I first found out about the 
G-QRP gang at Dayton) I bought a 40m rx and tx kit. It went 
together like a piece of cake and it worked first time 

out of the box. About 6 months ago I bought the VFO kit 

for the thing and put it in the box with the other two 
boards and an MFJ filter (remember the CWF3?). That and a 
homebrew side-tone and TR switch circuit and I have a fine 
little QRP QSK 40m CW rig that I use all the time. In fact, 
because it has a one-of-a-kind _hand-made_ reduction drive, 
it tunes smooth as silk, something that poosh-button radios 
can't do. 


Then when I got into trying to save the $50+ that I put 
into the ill-fated NN1G-30m set-up, I bought a Howes CTX30 
and, with help from Howes' US vendor, Jim Townsend, I 

got it running good. (Explanation: the CTX transmitter 
boards come stock for 80 and 40. The builder has to 
change the output circuit and de-wind the tune-up coil to 
get the board on 30m. And it ain't no big deal, y'hear?) 
As a result of that, and because the NN1G kit has turned 
into a continuing nightmare ('cause I ain't no enginear, 
y'hear?), I'm going to order the appropriate VFO and RX 
boards from Jim and finish the 30m QRP project off the 
easy way. 


I've never had trouble with either of the Howes transmitters. 

The Howes VFO is a versatile circuit with + and - working 
RIT. It is stable, smooth and practically worry free. 

The Howes RX has never failed me. It hears as well -- and 

because it's a lot quieter -- as the TR7 or the ARK4 or 

the old army surplus superhet that's hiding in the closet. 


I will grant that the instructions are not Heathkit quality. 
However, I knew that going in and figure that I'd been 
around the soldering iron long enough to at least read the 
resistor codes and count the turns on the toroids. That's 
‘cause I'm 48 and have 22 years playing radio as a hobby 
and 6 years having it muscled on me by the military. 


So maybe the Howes kits aren't for beginner kit builders. 
But you gotta start somewheres, and taking risks is part 
of learning. The nice thing about the Howes kits is simply 


this: if you're gonna take a risk, you'll be happier with 
a Howes than any other price-comparable and/or tech- 
comparable kits around. 


Simply put: I like Howes kits. They work for me. ANd I 
hope that I can save enough money over Christmas and my 
birthday (2 Jan 1946... a definite boomer) to get the 30 
meter project wrestled to the ground. ‘Cause I'm dead 
flat positive sure that the Howes kits _will_ work.

Not a bad idea to try the 2SC799 in place of the MRF in the HW-9 final 
amp. However, the warning about the "oddball" pin layout still 
applies--anyone contemplating this must remember that the MRF237 has 
pins in the order CBE, not the "normal" EBC, and must do whatever is 
appropriate to compensate.

Nice to hear of another homebrew keyer. Experiment with tone generator 
(oscillator) circuits until you get one that you'd like to hear over and 
over again. To use it as a sidetone, gate (reset, interrupt) the oscillator 
or turn off its power supply whenever the transmitter is off. I'm using 
half of a 556 dual timer in astable mode, gated by the reset pin. It can 
drive high-impedance headphones through a series resistor (appx 1 kohm) and 
@.1 uF in parallel with the phones mellows the sound. 


By the way you can convert low impedance headphones to high impedance with 
a 1k to 8 ohm transformer available at Radio Shack. 


If you're hearing a tone but it doesn't follow the keying, I would be happy 
to help you from there.
